255 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected thereby till the expiry of thirty days from the dat© 
of publications of the said notice, 

And whereas all the objections and suggestions, received 
from the public on the said draft have been duly considered 
by the Cantonment Board. Now therefore in exercise of 
the powers conferred by section 60 of the suid Act, and in 
supersession of the notification under Central Province 
Government No. 547-337-11 dated the 31st March, 1928 the 
Cantonment Board Jabalpur with the previous sanction of 
the Central Government hereby impose a tax, to be known 
as the water tax and water charges within the limits of 
Jabalpur Cantonment at the rates specified in the Table 
annexed hereto.
